Our present Governor is an ed- 
ucated and singulary urbane gentleman, 
apd has the personal esteem of every 
gentieman and lady with whom he is 
acquainted, and yet he has made 
enemies from the faot that his heart is 
too large for his puree and always has 
been. Now as to the candidates. 
The present Lieutenant Governor, 
Jewett W. Adams, is an aspirant for 
the highest seat.

A Stormy Meeting to Choose Delegates 

An unsigned call for a mass meet- 
ing of the Republicans of Storey 
county was published yesterday in te 
Enterprise to select delegates to the 
conventiva, The Chronicle yesterday 
intervlewed different citizens and can- 
didates, and nearly all said it was to 
send a packed Kinkead delegation to 
the convention, The meeting is said 
to have been a fizzle.

In 
his speeeh he said the contemplated 
proceedings abrogate all the work of 
our State Central Committee, and that 
of our County Central Committee, and 
seek to adopt a new system of electing 
candidates? We dun’t want the Dem- 
ocrats to have any spoon in the selec- 
tion of our candidates; and don’t we 
give them a chance to put their spoon 
in our soup by allowing this meeting 
to nominate these unpledged deleyates? 
{ think this proceeding to-night is con- 
trary to all rule, and I for one don’t 
think any good can come of it. Now 
what I want to know is-if it is intended 
to elect a Governor here to-night. 
David Crosby here moved that the 
meeting adjourn. Upon the ayes and 
noes being called for, the Chair an- 
nounced itself in doubt, and upon a 
standing vote being taken, the noes 
standing more then two to one, the 
motion was declared carried. This 
decision raised a greater tumult than 
the putting of the question, and loud 
cries ot Fraud!“ and “Put him out!” 
etc., were heard. Judge Adkison 
again declared the meeting adjourned, 
and left the chair. 

A NEW CHAIEMAN 


was selected, and ex-Senator Gibson 
acted in that capacity, with Dan. Ly- 
ons as Secretary. Remarks were 
made by the chairman, James Phe- 
lan, Dr. Harris and others. The lat- 
ter said: Iam not a candidate for 
Governor, and have never been a can- 
didate for any office within the gift of. 
the people. Of course I would accept 
the nomination for Governor, even if 
I should be beaten. It is said that 
this meeting is in the interest of Yer- 
ington. No man can, nor dare ques- 
tion my veracity when I say that 1 
have never spoken 40 words with him, 
outside of saluting him when meeting 
him on the street.

I am 
no henchman of Mr. Yerington’s. 
The only time I ever talked politics to 
him at all was the other day in going 
to Carson on the cars. I asked him if 
he thought we could redeem our de- 
feat of ‘the previous campaign. He 
said he hoped a good ticket would be 
placed in the field, and that it would 
ve successful; that he would give it 
his earnest support from top to bottom. 
After farther talk a motion to adjourn 
being made, an amendment was offered 
“That we adjourn till to- 
morrow night with closed doors, and 
that no one be admitted except those 
in favor of an unpledged ticket.”
